tion discussed. The otier nineteen organizations 
_in Jbie.m.aJn,adopted pro forma resolutions which 


had been drafted .by the agitators of county 
division. And against the four organizations that 
farored the alternative after hearing both sides 


nineteen other organizations, after 


learing both sides, went on record either against 
the alternative or as refusing to accede 1o the 
, freeholders' request for endorsement. 


Thus for the public sentiment "favoring" the 


alternative. There is another curious circum- 
stance. The Merchants' Exchange of Oakland is 
the pioneer organization of Alameda county in 
promoting the idea of county-wide consolidation. 
,It refused to endorse the alternative scheme after 
it had by examination discovered that it certainly 
involves major division of the county. A few days 
mgo it invited the Alameda Chamber of Commerce 
•ndthe Berkeley Chamber of Commerce each to 
name a committee to form a conference of business 
men to study the question of the alternative.
